DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title, commencement and application.— (1) These 
rules may be called the Investigation of Industrial Under- 
takings Owned by Companies in Liquidation (Procedure)

(3) They shall apply to the investigation in respect of 

any industrial undertaking referred to in section 
15A of the Act. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, — 

(a) "Act” means the Industries (Development and Regu- 

lation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951); 

(b) “Investigator” means the person or body of persons 

appointed by the Central Government for the pur- 
pose of making any investigation under section 
15A of the Act; 

(c) "investigation" means the investigation referred to in 

section 15A of the Act. 

3. Investigation.. — (1) In making an investigation, the 
Investigator shall, Inter alia examine — 

(i)) the financial condition of the company and the 
possibilities of running or re-starting the industrial 
undertaking ;

(ii) the condition of the plant and machinery of the 

industrial undertaking and whether it could be run 
or re-started with necessary repairs, additions, 
alterations, replacements or renovation ; 

(iii) any other matter which the Investigator considers 

relevant or necessary for the purpose of such 
investigation. 

(2) In support of the facts and figures, if any, collected in 
pursuance of sub-rule (1), the Investigator may, to the extent 
he considers it necessary, take evidence in writing (cither in 
the form of oral testimony or affidavits) from persons con- 
nected with the Industrial undertaking or otherwise, whose 
evidence is, in his opinion, relevant for the purpose of the 
investigation. 

4. Opportunity for hearing. — The Investigator shall, before 
the completion of his investigation, give the Official Liquida- 
tor, if any, of the company owning such industrial under- 
taking or any other person for the time being in charge of 
the management or control of the industrial undertaking and 
the former emp'oyees of the industrial undertaking whose 
services became discharged by reason of the winding up of 
the said company, reasonable opportunity of being heard, 
including opportunity to adduce any evidence. 

5. Submission of report.— The Investigator shall, after 
completing the investigation, submit a report to the Central 
Government within the period specified in the Order appoint- 
ing such Investigator or if no such period is specified therein, 
within three months from the date on which such order is 
published in the Official Gazette :
